Business Arising from the Minutes 


Approval of the Operating & Capital Budgets 1986-87 


The budgets were discussed at length in the closed session. 
It was moved and seconded (Dinsmore, Draimin) and RESOLVED: 


R86-88 —/. THAT, as recommended by the Finance Committee, the Operating 
Budget, 1986-87, as detailed in FC-86-2-D3 with explanatory 
notes, FC-86-2-D3.1., be approved. 


R86-89 2. THAT the Rector be mandated to make a progress report at the June 
Board meeting, and a definite report at the September meeting 
of the Board, with respect to ways and means of modifying 
revenues and expenditures to meet the financial exigencies of 
Concordia in both the short and long term. 


R86-90 3. THAT, as recommended by the Finance Committee, the Capital 
Budget 1986-87 (FC-86-1-D2), be approved. 


Concordia Council on Student Life 
BG-86-5-D29, D29.1 and D29.2 were distributed. 
It was moved and seconded (Martin, Cappelli) 


R86-91 ss /. THAT the budget of the Concordia Council on Student Life, as 
presented in BG-86-5-D29.2, be approved. 


R86-92 2. THAT the student services fee be changed from a percent age basis to 
a flat per credit fee. (This would have amounted to $3.00 per 
credit in 1985-86.) 


R86-92 3. THAT effective June 1, 1986, the student services fee be increased by 
10% from $3.00 per credit to $3.30 per credit for 
undergraduates and from $2.00 per credit to $2.20 per credit 
for graduate students. 


An objection was raised that sufficient time has not been available to study the details of 
the budget. 


It was, therefore, moved and seconded (Monkman, Cappelli): 


R86-93. THAT the three motions on the floor be tabled. 
VOTE on the tabling-motion: 7 in favour, 5 opposed. 
4. Pension Plan 


Documents BG-86-5-D28, D28.1 and D28.2 were distributed. In the subsequent 
discussion, Dr. Whyte explained the implications of the amendments. 


It was moved and seconded (Whyte, Draimin): 

R86-94 THAT the text of the amended Concordia Pension Plan, contained in the 
document "Pension Plan for the Employees of Concordia University" 
(effective January I, 1985) prepared by William M. Mercer, identified 
April 1985 (March 1986 television) and approved by the Concordia 


Employees Benefits Committee at its meeting of February 17.9 1986, be 
approved. 


It was moved and seconded (Habib, Hill) and RESOLVED by majority vote: 
R86-95 THAT the motion on the floor be tabled. 


5. Report of the Rector 


The Rector reported that despite recurring difficulties it is expected that the remaining 
occupants of the Royal George Apartments will soon vacate the premises.
